In his first public statement 
concerning Urban Renewal, Wil- 
liam Agreeable Swith, together 
with Frank Leevitt and Frank 
McLeen of the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority, told of the 
plans of the Urban Renewal au- 
thorities of Wilmington. 
Smith, Leavitt and McLean 
were gueets of the Baldwin Ci- 
vic Association, Inc, which 
had 28 members present to hear 

ith, Tuesday evening in the 
clubhouse on Chestnut St. 

Smith, speaking in a low calm 
vocie, described himself as a 
taxpayer of Wilmington, inter- 
ested in the problem of Urban 
Renewal as a member of an e- 
lected Housing Authority. 
Describing the project, he 
stated that they would have 
liked to find themselves in a 
position to lower the hill, at 
Wilmington Square, but would 
be unable to do so, because of 
the cost. They want to widen 
the Burlington Avenue bridge, 
and its approaches, a project 
that the New York City head- 
quarters did not view too high 
ly, but on which the Wilming- 
ton Authority insisted, 

They hope to move the B&M RR 
depot across the tracks, and 
convert a lot of area there in 
to parking. When Urban Renewel 
was started, Smith said, there 
was only one lot of land on 
the RR side of 4ain St that 
was not owned by the railroad. 
He felt that the Wilmington 
Building & Grain should be lo- 
cated elsewhere, and that 
Pickering’ s Palace’ should be 
torn down. 

There was no proposal to move 
Weinberg’ s store, nor the bank 
buildings, 

He stated that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority had been in 
contact with engineers of the 


New Englond Tel & Tel, and 
that that compeny wanted more 
land. They would like to have 
a two story building. If they 
should relocate, he said, the 
cost would be up to the com- 
pany. They feel definitely 
handicapped, where they ere. 


Smith said that the Housing’ 


Muthority did not like the 
poor view, at the Postoffice 
comer. They felt that Church 
Street should be widened. 

Now that Wilmington has a 
First Class Postoffice, he 
felt it should have more space 
and perhaps the Federal dovern 
ment would be willing to build 
a new Postoffice, 

He said that the only build- 
ing on Church Street, which 
was definitely planned to re- 
main was the Fire Station, The 
Masonic Apartments, he felt, 
should not stay as they did 
not have the type of archi- 
tecture the Urban Renewal 
center will have. 

In Gloucester, Smith said, 
the developer there gave*the 
Masons another lot of land 


“ when they lost their building 


there. 

The Urban Renewal Program, 
Snith told his audience, is 
partly based on the acquisi- 
tion of the Walker School and 
the Highway Department build- 
ing. He defended the WHA posi-

I read in the 
paper they are going to move 
in 300 trucks - I am wondering 
if we have been amiss - made 
it just as hard as possible - 
granted that all we have done 
is to uphold the gravel regul- 
ations. 

No one objected to me on this 
(Dias) gravel pit - I don’t 
want to see anything happen 
like what we have in North Wil 
mington where that sharpshoot~ 
er is digging lakes all over 
the place. 

Hagerty: In Boston when a pro- 
ject is underway these con- 
tractors don’t go crying to 
City Hall about their gravel 
and fill problems - I don’t 
hear anyone crying crocodile 
tears for them in there -where 
they get their fill in there 
is their problem - we have a 
lot of $10,000 homes on Con- 
cord Street. 

Kidder: - but that ramp, for 
the new highway over Concord 
Street is going to make things 
different - that hill just 
backs up to a swamp anyway, 
Hagerty: I brought before 
this board, well over a year 
ago, a proposition, and I was 
just laughed at - the motion 
wasn’t even seconded, but I 
still say thet the thing to do 
is to appoint a committee com- 
posed of people who have no~ 
thing to do with the gravel 
business in any way, shape or 
manner, and let them look over 
the town and make recommenda- 
tions. There may be hills in 
this town where it may be to 
the advantage of the town to 
have them removed. 

Basically we have controlled 
the situation by our regula- 
tions, but we are going to 
heve the pressure on us in- 
crease - gravel merchants com- 
ing to us under the guise that 
they are just seeking to make 
a better grade for property.

The people of Wilmington realized the work 
started by these three men, and showed their 
appreciation to them - Mr. Maxfield, and Father 
Shea, when the time had come for them to trans- 
fer to other pastures. 

In the past week the Rev. Stanley Cummings 
has received a number of tributes from his fel- 
low townsmen - fitting tributes to a! humble 
man. The Rotary Club, for instance, had a Stan- 
ley Cummings Day, and in other ways the towns- 
people have made their feelings known. 

To the tributes of our fellow townsmen we 
can add but little. Stanley Cummings, truly a 
servant of the people, is to leave us. We wish 
him Godspeed, in the name of all the people of 
Wilmington.

In order to qualify, 55% of 
the buildings in the area must 
be blighted or decayed - and 
if this is so, the other 
buildings may be removed, to 
make everything within the 
area part of a uniform plan. 

The plan which was printed in 
a paper was only one of a num- 
ber of plans which are being 
considered, and is only tenta- 
tive. 

Smith charged a newspaper 
with giving wrong :nzomation- 
(meaning the Town Crier). 

The total amount of cost to 
the town he said, would be a- 
bout $250,000. If the Town, 
County & State should cooper- 
ate, in building or rebuilding 
Middlesex Avenue, and or Ade- 
lnide Street, such monies can 
be counted as part of the’ town 
contribution. Likewise if the 
town laid water mains, or sew- 
er, or anything of such a na~ 
ture it would be counted as a 
part of the town contribution. 

‘The Walker School and Highway 
Puildings were being taken, he 
said, because they had to come 
down anyway, and the town 
might as well get some credit. 

The buildings could not be 
taken, however, without the 
permission of the town, since 
they were municipally owned.

Kidder’ s statement read: 

I would like to include in 
the minutes of tonight’s meet- 
ing my disapproval and object- 
ion to an article in the Town 
Crier of Nov. 27 entitled 
‘Three percent increase for 
Town Employees, - Kidcer and 
‘™ quarrel about Fire Chief’ 
When I ran for Selectman two 
years ago, one of the main is- 
sues of my campaign was open 
meetings. I have always felt 
that my stand on this issue 
was one of the reasons I was 
elected. At the first meeting 
following my election, a mo- 
tion was made to have our 
meetings open to the press, and 
they have been welcome at all 
meetings since. According to 
recent Massachusetts legisla 
tion we have been two years a 
head in realizing the import- 
ance of an informed public 
through open meetings. 

During my first two years of 
office I have never requested 
that an executive session be 
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called; and I would be the 
first to admit that upon many 
occasions a request for an ex- 
ecutive session has been call- 
ed when there seemed no reason 
for excluding the press, Yet 
the need for an executive ses- 
sion does exist and they must 
be held at certain times. I 
doubt if anyone would find 
fault if at an executive ses- 
sion we as a Board of Select- 
men met to discuss a personal 
problem regarding a town em- 
ployee or did preliminary work 
on the new budget for the com- 
ing year. 

Last week in an article in 
the Town Crier a report was 
given of an executive session 
of the Board of Selectmen whi- 
ch was held at the town hall 
in the confines of our Select- 
mans room with four Selectmen 
and the Town Manager present 
behind closed doors. 

That there is any doubt it 
was an executive session can- 
not be questioned for the edit 
or states that it was. He goes 
on to state a certain pay
